L. ti. Armstrong of Montreal. Cana­ 
da. cumin is.-it iller of the Canadian Pa­ 
cific railroad, was iii St. 
Louis the 
other day making the final arrange­ 
ments for an exhibit which he will 
put in the St. Louis exposition iii the 
full. 
The exhibit is supposed to illustrate 
the sport that can be had from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific along the course 
of the Canadian Pacific line, says the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Speaking of 
it, Mr. Armstrong said: 
“The Canadian Pacific divides Can­ 
alla 
into three divisions, 
beginning 
at the Pacific and going east. The first 
division 
is 
mountainous, 
which 
abounds in game, mostly the Rocky 
mountain sheep, elk, moose and grizzly 
bear. The next division is the prairie, 
which extends for I.OOO miles to the 
Red River of the North, then 1,500 
miles of mountain and lake region fol­ 
low, bringing us to the Atlantic. This 
region is a 
virgin country for the 
sportsman, hunting and fishing being 
of tie* very best. 
“ My object is to show all these dif­ 
ferent kinds of fish and game either 
by stuffed animals, live or painted rep­ 
resentations. 
In the arena at the ex­ 
position I will have prairie chickens, 
sand hill cranes, wild geese, duck of 
the prairie and all kinds of game. In 
tanks will be fish, principally trout and 
bass. 
• 
“ An exhibit of the means used to 
catch a fish will be given. 
An expert 
swim m er will dive into the. tank, and 
a fisherman, by means of a split -bam­ 
boo rod and reel, will tire him out and 
land him. 
Tile sport that cannot be 
illustrated like representations will be 
shown iii pictures. 
A painting PO by 
57 feet, by L. VV. Searcy of New York, 
will show the beautiful Selkirk glacier, 
the only one iii Canada that can be 
reached by rail. 
“ In my exhibit, which will occupy 
1.000 square feet of the arena, will 
also be an Indian village, with the 
‘tepees’ built of skin or bark, set up iii 
rows. as they would be In a regular 
village. The Indians here will be about 
tlioij- customary occupations, making 
canoes, baskets and tho finery so dear 
to their hearts. 
Neso Dee, the only In­ 
dian I ever saw who knows all the 
calls which are employed to decoy 
game. will be here giving his calks 
and attracting the wiki game to him. 
“There are five different calls for 
game- namely, the moose. elk. grizzly. 
) Ay mountain sheep and lion c a lls . 
<> D e o is a full blooded member of 
• Stony tribe, the mountain branch 
i the Cree nation. 
Resides the sport, I will also have 
an exhibit of the minerals to be found 
in Canada, most of which are now be­ 
ing sought for by United States capi 
tai. 
I w ill Slave a smelter here wliich 
will take any piece of refractory ore 
and in one hour get the metal out of 
it. 
This machine will do the work be­ 
fore your eyes, so the men here inter­ 
ested in mining can see how it is done. 
“This scene, as shown in the arena, 
will bt* a very pretty one, the great 
tanks for the fish, the gayly decorated 
‘ca sofia ga n’ (the only name by which 
all indian tribes know the tepee) aud 
the exhibits of minerals. 
“This exhibit will cost $5,000 to put 
in the exposition, as I have hail to 
send out thousands of circulars asking 
for contributions of specimens of ore 
and heads of animals, which will have 
lo be brought from all parts of the 
country. 
The exhibit will open Sept. 
ll, closing Oct. 14. when I will take 
the whole tiling to Paris.”

sh ru gged their shoulders at tin* men­ 
tion of Whisky Gap for nearly -to 
years. This is the place, according to 
their belief, where real "firewater 
gushed out of the rocks in a beautiful 
mountain spring to quench the thirst 


o f a whole company of Uncle Sam’s 
trained Indian fighters. “It was noth­ 
ing but pure spring water.” they say: 
“a veritable fountain of youth." 
Colonel C. C. Contam, the author of 
a history of Wyoming aud the pioneer 
days of the west, lias learned the true 
story of Whisky Gap to lie somewhat 
different from the fountain of youth 
futile. 
According to historical record 
of the early days along the govern­ 
ment overland trail, W hisky Gap re­ 
ceived its name in 1SG2 during the 
building of the overland stage route 
from Denver to Salt Lake City aud 
the Pacific coast. 
The people of Denver had long been 
working to secure the regular overland 
stage route, then connecting the east 
and the west. 
In 1862 Ben Holliday, 
a veteran stage man, became proprie­ 
tor of the great overland line, and he 
agreed upon a route running through 
Denver to the w’est. He decided to dis­ 
continue that part of the road running 
up the North Platte and the Sweetwa­ 
ter rivers and across South I ass. W ) ■

campaign all agreed that it ranked 
anything they had ev er experienced. 
It was abo ut 10 a. in. and blazing ho t. 
Our canteens were almo st emi>ty, and 
we weie cro ssing wliat they term here 
the desert. 
We marched west fo r a 
lo ng time, then east, tlien west again 
and iinnlly wt‘st to a nmuezv o us with 
the Fo urteenth. 
It was then abo ut 12 I

The heat was so mething Luir- 
rible.

fiv e minutes fro m that awful burulng 
sun. 
No t a dro i> o f rain fell; hardly a 
clo ud hi<l the sun the liv elo ng day. 
Men became jdayed o ut; actually they 
simply dro pped In two s and threes 
fro m sheer exlmustio u and heat pro s­ 
tratio n. 
“ I kept o n and was at the head o f my 
co mpany at the rendezv o us at Las 
Pinas. I had left o nly ’26 men o ut o f 
00. and my co mpany was as go o d as 
the av erage.

missing. I'he Fo urteenth infantry came 
up with but 2(M) men o ut o f 700. At 
the rendezv o us 1 drank fro m a canteen 
and dro pped do wn o n

mero us o ther insects and fell asleep be­ 
fo re I to uched my head to the gro und. 
I slept fo r o v er an ho ur, when I was 
awakened by the tro o ps mo v ing o ut 
to attack Las Pinas, abo ut alx miles 
away. Our o nly tiring to o k place early 
that mo rning. We had o ne man killed 
and three w’o unded. Mo st o f the men 
straggled In befo re we left this rendez­ 
v o us. 
So me did no t co me up until 
days after and a few nev er. The ho s­ 
pital co rps co uld no t find them in the 
dense Jungle thro ugh which we passed.

That was the 
last I knew o f him until 1 began to 
read abo ut his trial. 
“ While we were in scho o l as bo ys 
we played such games as scho o lbo ys 
usually do , and It was o nly during 
play that 1 saw anything o f Dreyfus. 
While the war was In pro gress we all 
wo re the red, white and blue and were 
enthusiastic fo r France. 
I do no t re­ 
call that Dreyfus was mo re o r less en­ 
thusiastic than the rest o f us In this 
matter, but that he was tho ro ughly 
French is sho wn by his hav ing beco me 
a French so ldier after Alsace became 
German territo ry.”

SOLDIERING IN LUZON. 


Regular Army Officer Writes of 
the March on Las Pinas.

. Aa interesting letter describing the 
conditions surrounding tile American 
troops in the Philippines has been re­ 
ceived at tile war departm ent in W ash­ 
ington from an officer of the regular 
army at Manila, says Hie New York 
Sun. 
The writer of the letter partici­ 
pated in the attack on Las Pinas and 
says that when tile regiments reached 
the point of rendezvous after marching 
from San 
Pedro de Macati 
nearly 
three-fourths of the men had dropped 
from tile ranks, overcome by tile heat. 
In the Fourteenth infantry only 200 
men out of 7<X> reached the point 
agreed upon. 
Some of them were able 
to reach their command when it halt­ 
ed. others were not heard of for days 
and some have never been heard of. 
The letter is as follows: 
“ At 6 p. rn. on June 9 we left camp 
and marched east until we reached 
San Pedro de Macati. 
Here we biv­ 
ouacked for the night. It simply consist­ 
ed In lying down on my poncho with a 
half shelter over me. A l»ig battle was 
planned for the next day. There were 
5,000 of our mea in bivouac, the regi­ 
ments being the Thirteenth, 
Four­ 
teenth, Ninth, Twenty-first, some cav­ 
alry and a volunteer regiment of cav­ 
alry. 
We had orders to be up at 3:30 
o’clock the next morning, so there was 
not much time to sleep. 
We were 
awakened by a peculiar sensation of 
w ater being poured over us. 
Oh, how 
it did rain! 
We had to sit up to keep 
from beiug washed away. 
“The rain continued until about 2 a. 
rn. the next morning. Soaking wet we 
lay down to sleep in the hot air. 
We 
were awakened by reveille sounding. 
This was at 2:30 a. rn. on June IO. We 
had a most meager breakfast, coffee 
and some wet hardtack being all we 
had to eat, for we were ordered to 
keep two days’ rations in our haver­ 
sacks. 
At 5 a. rn. the order came to 
move, and we went north for about 
3Mi hours. Just before we came under 
fire the battalion 
was halted, and 
everything except canteens, rifles and 
belts was deposited just where we 
stood in tin' grass as high as our 
heads. 
Two men from each compauy 
were left to look out for these tilings. 
Other battalions simply carried them 
until forced to throw them away man 
by man. 
We advanced to the top of 
the knoll just behind the firing line. 
We lay there for about lo minutes, not 
firing a shot. 
The enemy tied, as they 
always do. 
“Then began a march which has no 
equal iii the annals of our army. 
Old 
soldiers and veterans of the Cuban 
campaign all agreed that it ranked 
anything they had ever experienced. 
It was about IO a. in. aud blazing hot. 
Our canteens were almost empty, aud 
we were crossing what they term here 
the desert. 
We ma relied west for a 
long time, then east, then west again 
and finally west to a rendezvous with 
the Fourteenth. 
It was then about 12 
o’clock. The heat was something hor­ 
rible. 
Our canteens were dry, our 
heads splitting and throats parched. 
I drank w ater from pools green with 
slime, nothing more than drain water 
in pools where caribou rolled to keep 
alive. 
The water was putrid. 
But, 
oh, how delicious It tasted! 
Those 
pools were all that saved us that day. 
“We filled our canteens twice at such 
holes and thanked God that we had 
even that kind of water. 
“We walked and walked In that 
fierce sun, hungry, thirsty and dry, un­ 
til finally the strain began to tell. Oh, 
we prayed and watched each little 
cloud, as we all hoped it would rneau 
a heavy rain, or even a cessation of 
five minutes from that awful burning 
sun. 
Not a drop of rain fell; hardly a 
cloud hid the sun the livelong day. 
Men became played out; actually they 
simply dropped in twos and threes 
from sheer exhaustion and heat pros­ 
tration. 
“ I kept on and w as at the head of my 
compauy at the rendezvous at Las 
Piuas. I had left only 26 men out of 
OO, and my company was as good as 
the average. 
The regiment was the 
same way, three-fourths of th# men 
missing. The Fourteenth infantry came 
up with but 200 men out of 700. At 
the rendezvous I drank from a canteen 
and dropped down on 
the 
ground 
among ants, flies, mosquitoes aud nu­ 
merous other insects and fell asleep be­ 
fore I touched my head to the ground. 
I slept for over an hour, when I was 
awakened by the troops moving out 
to attack Las Pinas, about ala miles 
away. Our only firing took place early 
that morning. We had one man killed 
and three wounded. Most of the men 
itr&ggled in before we left this rendez­ 
vous. 
Some did not come up until 
days after and a few never. The hos­ 
pital corps could not find them in the 
dense jungle through which we passed. 
The attack on Las Piuas begau that 


evening. The artillery opened fiTst. and 
J 
very lively, then followed heavy firing | 
by the infantry. 
This lasted until 
dark. 
We went into bivouac nun In ; 
aft*‘r tile attack on Las Pinas. TI.is 
time we Im«1 nothing to eat or to sleep j 
on. not even a poncho. I was so tired 
I could not sle*-[> and burned ail over 


a s if I bart a high fever for hours. | 
After I did get to sle ep the sky just 
I opened up and tried to drown us out. I 
I awakened to find the litter on which 
I lay filled with water. Next morning 
we were on the march again, and { 
marched four miles through riceflelds, 
j with sticky mud, so gluey that I could 
j hardly e x t r i c a t e my legs. 
“ Alternating w ith this we were waist 
‘ deep in sloughs 
of 
running water, I 
which afforded great relief, so fat as 
! the walking was concerned, but was I 
salty and therefore not drinkable, and 


j water was mighty scarce. We m a r c h e d J 
Into Las Pipas without opposition. All 


j the natives who th** day before were 
fighting tis came out from houses cov* 


j ered with white flags, bowed 
and 
scraped, 
saying 
‘Amigos, 
amigos,’ 
Spanish for friend. The villains knew 
we could * not touch them*. 
A week 
later the same devils fell upon two 
companies of the Twenty-first, and it 
came uear being our first defeat.”

The Christian Brothers’ college of 
St. Louis is Hie principal legatee, get­ 
ting about $80,000. 
Among the Kan 
sas City legacies are the following: 
Holy Rosary church, $8,000; Sisters of 
Loretto, $4,000; Sisters of Mercy, $12,- 
000; Little Sisters of the Poor, $4,000; 
Kansas City 
Orphan 
Boys’ 
Home, 
$10,000; Sisters of the Good Shepherd, 
$4,000; Sisters of St. Joseph, $2,000; 
Protestant Home for Aged Women. 
$4,000; Jewish Women’s Charity asso­ 
ciation. $4,000. 
Benoist left his four sisters and his 
half brother almost nothing, says the 
New York Journal. 
He was reared a 
Catholic, but while keeping a store at 
Baxter Springs, Kan., be lost bis faith 
in religious creeds. Ile began the study 
of Thomas Paine’s writing and be­ 
came an enthusiastic admirer of Colo­ 
nel Robert G. Ingersoll. 
Mr. Benoist 
had not attended church for 25 years 
prior to his death. 
His change of re­ 
ligion did hot cause him to lose faith 
in charitable work. He told his friends 
that his new religion w’as to do good 
to all. to relieve suffering and to make 
all his friends happy. 
When Mr. Benoist died a sealed let­ 
ter was found on his desk addressed 
to Mr. Bam ah. 
It had been written 
nearly two years before, aud the en­ 
velope 
was 
dust 
begrime*!. 
When 
opened it was found to contain in­ 
structions as to his funeral. 
In brief 
Mr. Benoist had written: “Don’t bury 
my body in a church cemetery. 
Don’t 
let any minister hold services at my 
grave or preach my funeral sermon.” 
This letter lay on the desk alongside 
of Mr. Benoist’s will, which bestowed 
the savings of a lift lime upon charita­ 
ble and religious institutions. 


BOYHOOD OF DREYFUS. 


Lam e there were iii the United States. 
During his long service in the New 
York postoffice, lie became an expert 
in deciphering handwriting which to 
others would have been illegible. 
O w ­ 
ing i*> this proficiency lie was promoted 
to 
I m * chief clerk in the office of “di­ 
rectory searches.” H*1 was originally 
appointed to a clerkship in the post­ 
office on June 13, 1*55, aud serve*! 
continuously up to the time of Ii is 
death. 
Mr. Stone first began the study of de­ 
ciphering bad addresses while,a gen­ 
eral clerk. 
He carefully compiled a 
manuscript book of the names of all 
the streets in the United States. Ile 
W’as several years in completing this 
volume. 
The numbers of the houses 
on the streets w’ere indicated. The book 
W’as recognized by the general post­ 
office department in 1880 and copies 
sent to all postmasters. 
Tills is an 
instance of how his system worked: 
A letter w’as received from Roumauia 
addressed “Miss Maria Bedew, IO Al- 
phonso street, America.” By referring 
to his handbook. Mr. Stone found that 
in the United States there were tw’o 
Alphonso streets, one in Charlottes­ 
ville, Va., the other in Providence, R. 
I. He found, however, that the streets 
In Charlottesville. Va., were not num­ 
bered, but there was a No. IO in Provi­ 
dence. The letter was sent there, and 
it prove*! to be the right address. 
Some of the addresses submitted to 
him were worse than the navy de­ 
partm ent’s cipher code. It is asserted 
by his fellow employees that out of 
IOO letters supposed to bear Illegible 
addresses. Mr. Stone could correctly 
readdress 95. Mr. Stone w’as 66 years 
of age.

I think it was during the 
war or shortly after th at Dreyfus was 
sent away to college. 
I did not see 
him any more until he was a young 
man and then not to talk to him. 
He 
came home for a time, and I remember 
seeing him about the town In his col­ 
lege cap and gown. 
That was the 
last I knew of bim until I begau to 
read about bis trial. 
“While we were in school as boys 
we played such games as schoolboys 
usually do. and It was only during 
play that I saw* anything of Dreyfus. 
While the war was in progress we all 
w ore the red, w hite and blue and were 
enthusiastic for France. 
I do not re­ 
call that Dreyfus was more or less en 
thusiastlc than the rest of us in this 
matter, but that he w’as thoroughly 
French is shown by his having become 


a French soldier after Alsace became 
German territory.”

Au interesting I«*tt**r describing flu* 
conditions surrounding the American 
troops in tin* Philippines has boon re­ 
ceived at the w ar departm ent in W ash­ 
ington from au officer of the regular 
arm y at Manila, says the New York 
Sun. 
The w riter of the letter partici­ 
pated in the attack on Las Linas and 
says that when the regim ents reached 
the point of rendezvous a fte r marching 
from 
San 
Pedro de 
Maeati 
nearly 
three fourths of the men had dropped 
from the ranks, overcome by the heat. 
In the Fourteenth infantry only 200 
men out of 7‘H) reached 
the point 
agreed upon. 
Some of them were able 
to reach their command when it. ha li­ 
ed. others were not heard of for days 
and some have never been heard of. 
T he letter is as follows: 
"At <» p. rn. on Ju n e 9 we left camp 
and m arched east until we reached 
San Pedro de Maeati. 
H ere we biv­ 
ouacked for the night. It simply consist­ 
ed In lying down on my poncho with a 
half shelter over me. 
A l*ig battle was 
planned for tile next day. 
There were 
5,CKH) of our in t:i iii bivouac, the regi­ 
m ents 
being 
the 
Thirteenth, 
F our­ 
teenth, Ninth, T w enty first, some cav ­ 
alry and a volunteer regiment of cav­ 
alry. 
We had orders to be up a t 3:30 
o’clock the next morning, so there was 
not much time to sleep. 
We were 
aw akened fly a peculiar sensation of 
w a te r being poured over us. 
Oh, how* 
it dill rain! 
We had to sit up to keep 
from being washed away. 
"The rain continued until about 2 a. 
rn. tile next morning. 
Soaking wet we 
lay down to sleep in the hot air. 
We 
were aw akened by reveille sounding. 
This was at 2:30 a. in. on Ju n e IO. 
We 
had a most m eager breakfast, coffee 
and some wet hardtack being all we 
hail to eat, for we were ordered to 
keep tw o day s’ rations in our haver 
sacks. 
At 5 a. in. the order cam e to 
move, and we went north for about 
hours. 
J u s t before we cam e under 
fire the battalion 
w as halted, 
and 
everything except canteens, rifles and 
belts was deposited ju st w here we 
stood in the grass as high as our 
hi ids. 
Two men from each company 
w ere left to look out for these tilings. 
O ther battalions simply carried them 
until forced to throw them aw ay man 
by man. 
We advanced to the top of 
the knoll Just behind the firing line. 
W e lay there for about 13 minutes, not 
firing a shot. 
T he enemy tied, as they 
alw ays do. 
“ Then began a m arch which has no 
eijual iii the annals of our arm y. 
Old 
soldiers and veterans of the C uban 
cam paign all agreed th at it ranked 
an ything they had ever experienced. 
It was about IO a. in. and blazing hot. 
O ur canteens were almost empty, aud 
w e were crossing w hat they term here 
the desert. 
We marched west for a 
long time, then east, then west again 
and finally w est to a rendezvous with 
the Fourteenth. 
It was then about 12 
o'clock. 
The heat was som ething hor­ 
rible. 
O ur canteens were dry. our 
heads splitting and throats parched. 
I drauk w ater from pools green with 
slime, nothing more than drain w ater 
in pools where caribou rolled to keep 
alive. 
The w ater w as putrid. 
But, 
oh, 
how delicious it tasted! 
Those 
pools w ere all th at saved us that day. 
W e filled our canteens twice a t such 
holes and thanked God that we had 
even th a t kind of water. 
"W e walked and 
walked In th a t 
fierce sun, hungry, thirsty and dry, un­ 
til finally the strain began to tell. 
Oh, 
w e prayed and watched each little 
cloud, as we all boiled it would m ean 
a heavy rain, or even a cessation of 
five m inutes from th at aw ful burning 
sun. 
Not a drop of rain fell; hardly a 
cloud hid the sun the livelong day. 
Men became played out; actually they 
simply dropped in twos and threes 
from sheer exhaustion aud heat pros­ 
tration. 
"I kept on and was a t the head of my 
company at the rendezvous at Las 
Pinas. I had left only 26 men out of 
OO, and my company was as good as 
the average. 
The regim ent was the 
sam e way. th roe-fourths of the men 
missing. The Fourteenth infantry cam e 
up with but 200 men out of 700. 
At 
the rendezvous I drank from a canteen 
and dropped down on 
the 
ground 
am ong ants, flies, mosquitoes and n u ­ 
m erous other insects and fell asleep be­ 
fore I touched my head to the ground. 
I slept for over an hour, when I w as 
aw akened by the troops moving out 
to attack Las Pinas, about six miles 
away. O ur only tiring took place early 
th a t morning. W e had one m an killed 
and three wounded. Most of the men 
straggled lu before we left this rendez­ 
vous. 
Some did not come up until 
days a fte r and a few never. The hos­ 
pital corps could not find them in the 
dense Jungle through which we passed. 
T he attack on Las P inas began that 


J evening. Tho artillery opened first, and 
very lively. th**n followed heavy firing 
! by tin* infantry. 
Tills lasted until 
I dark. 
We went Into bivouac again 
flft«*r tile attack on Las Pinas. 
T.,is 
time wi* had nothing to eat or to sle»*p 
on. not ov*»n a poncho. I was so tired 
I could not s le e p and burned ail over 
as if I had a high fever for hours. 
After I did gel to sleep tile sky Just 
opened nj* and tried to drown us out. I 
aw akened to And the litter on which 
I lay ti lied with water. Next morning 
we 
w e re on the march again, and 
marched four miles through riceflelds. 
with s tic k y mild, so gluey th a t I could 
hardly extricate my leg s. 
"A lternating with this we were waist 
deep hi sloughs 
of 
running water, 
which afforded great relief, so fat as 
the w alking was concerned, hut was 
salty and therefore not drinkable, and 
w ater was m ighty scaree. We mnrelied 
Into Las Pipas without opposition. All 
the natives who the day before were 
fighting us came out from houses cov­ 
ered 
with 
white flags, 
bowed 
and 
scraped, 
saying 
‘Amigos, 
am igos,’ 
Spanish for friend. The villains knew 
we could not touch then*. 
A week 
later the sam e devils fell upon two 
companies of the Twenty-first, arid it 
came near being our first defeat.’’

to religious aud charitable organiza­ 
tions. 
The Christian B rothers’ college of 
St. Louis is tile principal legatee, g et­ 
ting about $80,000. 
Among the K a n ­ 
sas City legacies are the following: 
Holy Rosary church, $8,000; Sisters of 
Loretto, $4,000; Sisters of Mercy, $12,- 
fHHt; Little Sisters of the Poor, $4,000; 
K ansas 
City 
O rphan 
Boys’ 
Home, 
$10,(HH); Sisters of the Good Shepherd, 
$4,(HH); Sisters of St. Joseph, $2,000; 
Protestant Hom e for Aged Women. 
$4,000; Jew ish W omen’s C harity asso­ 
ciation. $4,(HK). 
Benoist left his four sisters and his 
half brother alm ost nothing, says the 
New York Journal. 
He was reared a 
Catholic, but while keeping a store at 
B axter Springs, Kan., he lost his faith 
In religious creeds. He began the study 
of Thom as Paine’s w riting aud be­ 
came an enthusiastic adm irer of Colo­ 
nel Robert G. Ingersoll. 
Mr. Benoist 
had not attended church for 25 years 
prior to Ii is death. 
His change of re­ 
ligion did not cause him to lose faith 
in charitable work. He told his friends 
th at his new religion w as to do good 
to all. to relieve suffering aud to make 
all his friends happy. 
When Mr. Benoist died a sealed let­ 
ter was found on his desk addressed 
to Mr. B anian. 
It had been written 
nearly two years before, aud Hie en­ 
velope 
was 
dust 
begrimed. 
When 
opened it w as found to contain in­ 
structions as to his funeral. 
In brief 
Mr. Benoist had w ritten: "D on't bury 
ray body in a church cemetery. 
Don’t 
let any m inister hold services at my 
grave or preach my funeral sermon.” 
This letter lay on the desk alongside 
of Mr. Benoist’s will, which bestowed 
the savings of a lifetime upon charita­ 
ble and religious institutions.

w as wonderful, says th** New York 
World. 
His m em o ry was rem arkable. 
i Given the n a m e of a small country 
postoffice 
in 
tin* 
I n eed 
States, 
he 
could n a m e the stat** in which it was 
located 
or how 
m any ut 
a similar 
Lame there w ere in the United States. 
D uring his long service in the New 
York postoffice. Ic* !»*■<•,‘line an expert 
i in deciphering h a n d w riting which to 
Others would h a w bee ii illegible. O w ­ 
ing to this protieietiey In* was promoted 
to be chief clerk in the office of "d i­ 
rectory se a rc h e s.” 
Ile was originally 
appointed to a clerkship in the p o st 
office on Ju n e 13. 
1855, and served 
continuously up to the time of his 
death. 
Mr. Stone first began the study of de­ 
ciphering had addresses w hile,a gen­ 
eral clerk. 
He carefully compiled a 
m anuscript book of Hie names of all 
the streets in the United States. 
Ile 
was several years in completing this 
volume. 
Tin* num bers of the houses 
on the streets were indicated. Tile book 
was recognized by the general post­ 
office departm ent in 1880 and copies 
sent to all postm asters. 
This is an 
Instance of how his system worked: 
A letter was received from Roumauia 
addressed "Miss Maria Bedew, IO Al- 
phonso street, America.” By referring 
to his handbook. Mr. Stone found that 
In the United States there were two 
Alphonso streets, one in Charlottes­ 
ville. Va., tile other In Providence, R. 
I. He found, however, that the streets 
in Charlottesville. Va., were not num ­ 
bered, but there was a No. IO in Provi­ 
dence. Tile letter was sent thoro, and 
it proved to lie the right address. 
Some of the addresses subm itted to 
him were worse than the navy de­ 
partm ent's cipher code. It is asserted 
by his fellow employees that out of 
IOO letters supposed to bear illegible 
addresses. Mr. Stone could correctly 
readdress 95. Mr. Stone was 60 years 
of age.

were tau g h t for a time, and then only 
Germ an. 
I think it w as during the 
w ar or shortly a fte r th at D reyfus w as 
sent aw ay to college. 
I did not see 
him any m ore until he was a young 
man and then not to talk to him. 
He 
came home for a time, and I rem em ber 
seeing him about the tow n in his col­ 
lege cap and gown. 
T h a t w as the 
last I knew of bim until I began to 
read about his trial. 
"W hile we w ere in school as boys 
we played such gam es as schoolboys 
usually do. and It was only during 
play th a t I saw anything of Dreyfus. 
While the w ar w as In progress we all 
wore the red, w hite aud blue and were 
enthusiastic fo r France. 
I do not re­ 
call th at D reyfus w as more or less en ­ 
thusiastic th an the rest of us In this 
matter, but that he w as thoroughly 
French is show n by his having become 


a French soldier a fte r Alsace became 
G erm an territory.”

C hicago physician, who went 
to Potto Rico about a year ago, after 
the A m e r i c a n occupation, mal estab­ 
lished him self in I‘once. 
Dr. Sill ley 
was in Donee on the day and the night 
of the great storm aud barely escaped 
with his life, say s the N ew York Sun. 
“The Monday (Aug. 7) before the 
storm.” he says, “w a s a m ost beauti­ 
ful day. The sunset and the coolness 
of the air w ere the topics of conversa­ 
tion everyw here on 
Monday 
night. 
Everybody said that it w as just such 
days that show ed how beautiful Porte 
Rico could be. At about half past eight 
o’clock T uesday morning the wind be­ 
gun to blow aud the rain to fall. The 
wind’s velocity increased steadily and 
for tw o hours tin* city w as sw ept with 
terrific power. The rainfall w as very 
henvv. 
T he tin roofs and som etim es 
the entire lipper fram e work of th** 
houses w ere torn aw ay, and the streets 
were 
tilled 
with 
flying 
fragm ents. 
Many people were struck by them. A 
little before noun the storm decreased 
iii violence. 
H alf an hour later it ap­ 
proached again (w e thought at the 
time it w as a new storm, but w e know 
now it w a s m erely the old one com ing 
hack along its cyclone path) and it w as 
fiercer than before. At 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon the second 
visitation had 
passed 
a w a y 
and 
the 
sun 
shone 
through the clouds at more and more 
frequent intervals. 
By 5 o’clock the 
sky w as clear. 
Had it not been for 
the wrecked 
houses, 
their contents 
soaked by the rain, the littering up 
of the streets with debris and the 
lam entations 
of 
the 
poorer 
people 
whose shanties had been m ashed flat 
by the wind and rain, the evening 
might perhaps have seem ed as beauti­ 
ful as w as that of Monday. 
“At about d o’clock a fireman (bom- 
bares we call them dow n there) cam e 
to t h *1 house w ith a w arning that the 
Portuguese river w as rising and would 


p r o b a b l y overflow its banks and that 
we had b e t t e r get out. 
The bombares 
a n d the soldiers had been sent to e v ­ 
ery ii*.use to give this warning. I went 
til the owner of my house, and he told 
me ic t to be bothered, tin* house had 


s t o o d through the flood of 1KS5 w ith ­ 
out 
th*' slightest 
injury 
and 
would 
doubtless stand tins one. 
Everybody , 
thought that the lieavv rain of the aft- i 
. 
I 
• m oon would cause the river to lase 
so m e , and, while d u l y appreciating th** I 
v i g i l a n c e and 
thoughtfulness of til*' j 
m i l i t a r y authorities in sending out the j 
w a r n i n g , w e none of us believed that j 
the river would rise to such an extent j 
that it would reach the main business j 
part of the city. 
But w e did not know 
that back in the m ountains the rain 
had been falling w ithout the slightest 
let iii* all day long in even heavier 
torrents than had com e upon the city. 
Very roughly speaking, the upper part 
of the business district of Ponce be­ 
gins at the m ilitary road to San Juan, 
which is about a mile north of the 
plaza, or central park. 
The 
Portu­ 
guese river crosses this m ilitary road 
about the sam e distance east of the 
plaza. 
The river sw eep s down along 
the foot of the hills to the south anil 
then turns to the w est and circles the 
lower part of the city until it is direct­ 
ly south of the plaza, w hence it runs 
into the sea. 
The city itself is prac­ 
ti c a lly on a flat, although there is a 
Hight slope toward the sea.

Will Ile Show n—Exhibit 
Will Be Taken to Par!® at Close of 
the Exposition. 
L. O. Armstrong <>f Montreal. Cana­ 
da, commissioner of the ‘ auadiau I a- 
clflc railroad, was in St. Louis the 
other day making the final arrange­ 
ments for an exhibit which he will 
put in the St. Louis exposition iii the 
fall. 
The exhibit is supposed to Illustrate 
the sport that can be had from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific along the course 
of the Canadian Pacific line, says the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Speaking of 
it, Mr. Armstrong said: 
“The Canadian Pacific divides Can­ 
ada into three divisions, beginning 
at the Pacific and going east. The first 
division 
is 
mountainous, 
which 
abounds In game, mostly the Rocky 
mountain sheep, elk, moose and grizzly 
bear. The next division is the prairie, 
which extends for 1,000 miles to the 
Bod River of the North, then 1,300 
miles of mountain and lake region fel­ 
low. bringing us to the Atlantic. This 
region is a virgin country for the 
sportsman, limiting and fishing being 
of the very hest. 
“ My object Is to show all these dif­ 
ferent kinds of fish and game either 
by st ii fled animals, live or painted rep­ 
resentations. In the arena at the ex­ 
position I will have prairie chickens, 
sand hill cranes, wild geese, duck of 
the prairie and all kinds of game. In 
tanks will be fish, principally trout and 
bass. 
“An exhibit of the means used to 
catch a fish will be given. 
An expert 
swimmer will dive into the. tank, and 
a fisherman, by means of a split -bam­ 
boo rod and reel, will tire him out and 
land him. 
Tile sport that cannot be 
illustrated like representations will be 
shown in pictures. 
A painting DO by 
57 feet, by L. VV. Searcy of New York, 
will show the beautiful Selkirk glacier, 
tin- only one in Canada that can be 
readied by rail. 
“ In my exhibit, which will occupy 
I,000 square feet of the arena, will 
also be an Indian village, with the

rows, as they would lie In a regular 
village. The indians here will be about 
their customary occupations, making 
ca noes. baskets and the finery so dear 
to their hearts. Noso Deo. tile only In­ 
dian I ever saw who knows all the 
calls which are employed to decoy 
game, will lie hero giving his calls 
and attracting the wild game to him. 
“’There an* five different calls for 
'ame namely, the moose, elk. grizzly. 
?! icky mountain sheep and lion calls. 
■<> Deo is a full bielded member of 
• Stony tribe, the mountain branch 
i the Cree nation. 
Besides the sport, I will also have 
an exhibit of the minerals to be found 
in Canada, most of which are now be­ 
ing sought for by United States cap! 
tai. 
I will have a smelter here which 
will take any piece of refractory ore 
and in one hour get the metal out of 
it. This machine will do the work be­ 
fore your eyes, so tile men here Inter­ 
ested in mining eau see how it is done. 
“Tills scene, as shown in the arena, 
will be a very pretty one, the great 
tanks for the fish, tile gayly decorated

neer Strauss, w ill cost not less than

One of the historic places in the w est 
ta W hisky Gap, XVy, 
The old tim* 
dw ellers of mountain and plain 
the 
men who “fought Indians and hunted 
buffalo out w est” during the overland 
train days of the early sixties—have 
shrugged their shoulders at tin* m en­ 
tion of W hisky Gap for nearly 40 
years. 
This is the place, according to 
their 
belief, w here 
real "firewater 
gushed out of the rocks In a beautiful 
mountain spring to quench the thirst 
of a whole com pany of Uncle Sam s 
trained Indian fighters. 
“It was noth­ 
ing but pure spring w ater,” they say; 
**a veritable fountain of youth." 
Colonel C. <’• Contam , the author of 
a history of W yoming aud the pioneer 
days of the west, lias learned the true 
story of W hisky Gap to be som ewhat 
different from the fountain <>t youth 
fable. 
According to historical record 
of the early days along the govern 
incut overland trail. W hisky Gap re­ 
ceived its name In 1802 during 
the 
building of the overland stage route 
from Denver to Salt Lake City aud 
tile Pacific c o a st. 
The people of Denver had long beet) 
working to secure the regular overlati I 
stage route, then connecting the east 
aud the west. 
In 1862 Ben Holliday, 
man, became proprie­ 
tor of the great overland line, and be 
agreed upon a route running through 
Denver to the west. H e decided to dis­ 
continue that part o f the road running 
up the North Platte and the Sw eetw a­ 
ter rivers and aeross South Pass. VVy 
The many indian difficulties experi 
enced on this route were the induce 
meitts to abandon it. 
The new trail led by w ay of Jules­ 
burg, Colo., to Denver, and on over the 
established wagon road to Fort Lup­ 
ton. and north across Laramie plains 
then due west through Bridge Pass,

across the country to the Pacific coast 
The change was made during the sum 
mer of 1862. 
All the rolling stock.

Ohio cavalry, with Major O’Farrell in 
command, w as th e detailed escort at 
at the time.

We iiad orders to be up a t 3:30 
o’clock tile next morning, so there was 
not much tim e to sleep.

w a te r being poured over us.

Next m orning 
we were on the m arch again, an d 
marched four miles through riceflelds, 
w ith sticky mud, so gluey th at I could 
hardly extricate my legs.

tions. 
The Christian B rothers’ college of 
St. Louis is the principal legatee, g et­ 
ting about $80,000. 
Among the K a n ­ 
sas City legacies are the following: 
Holy Rosary church, $8,000; Sisters of 
Loretto, $4.OOO; Sisters of Mercy, $12,- 
000; Little Sisters of the Poor, $4.OOO; 
K ansas 
City 
O rphan 
Boys’ 
Home, 
$10,000; Sisters of tin* Good Shepherd, 
$4,000; Sisters of St. Joseph, $2,000; 
P ro testan t H om e for Aged Women.

Benoist left ids four sisters and his 
half brother alm ost nothing, says the 
New York Journal. 
H e was reared a 
Catholic, Hut while keeping a store at 
B ax ter Springs, Kan., he lost his faith 
in religious creeds. Ile began the study 
of Thom as Paine’s w riting and be­ 
came an enthusiastic adm irer of Colo­ 
nel Bobert G. Ingersoll. 
Mr. Benoist 
had not attended church for 25 years 
prior to his death. 
His change of re­ 
ligion did not cause him to lose faith 
In charitable work. Ile told his friends 
th a t his new religion w as to do good 
to all, to relieve suffering aud to m ake 
all his friends happy. 
W hen Mr. Benoist filed a sealed let­ 
ter w as found on ids desk addressed 
to Mr. B am ah. 
It had been w ritten 
nearly tw o years before, aud the en­ 
velope 
was 
dust 
begrimed. 
W hen 
opened it was found to contain in­ 
structions as to his funeral. 
In brief 
Mr. Benoist had w ritten: “ Don’t bury 
my body in a church cemetery. 
Don’t 
let any m inister hold services at my 
grave or preach my funeral sermon.” 
This letter lay on the desk alongside 
of Mr. Benoist’s will, Which bestowed 
the savings of a lift time upon ch a rita­ 
ble and religious Institutions. 


could nam e the state in which it was 
located or how many of a similar 
Lame there were iii the United States. 
During ids long service in the New 
York postoffice, he became an expert 
in deciphering handw riting which to 
others would have been illegible. O w ­ 
ing to this proficiency he w as promoted 
to be chief clerk in the office of “di­ 
rectory searches.” He was originally 
appointed to a clerkship iii the post­ 
office on Ju n e 13, 1855, aud served 
continuously up to tlie time of his 
death. 
Mr. Stone first began tile study of de­ 
ciphering bad addresses w h ile,a gen­ 
eral clerk. 
H e carefully compiled a 
m anuscript book of the nam es of all 
the streets in the United States. 
Ile 
w as several years in com pleting ti)is 
volume. 
T he num bers of tile houses 
on the streets were indicated. Tile book 
was recognized by the general post­ 
office d ep a rtm en t in 1880 and copies 
sent to ail postm asters. 
Tills is an 
Instance of how his system worked: 
A letter w as received from Roum ania 
addressed “ Miss Maria Bedew, IO Al- 
phonso street, America.” By referring 
to ids handbook, Mr. Stone found that 
in the United States there were two 
Alphonso streets, one in C harlottes­ 
ville, Va., the other in Providence, IU 
I. H e found, how’over, th a t the streets 
In Charlottesville. Va., w ere not num ­ 
bered, but there was a No. IO In Provi­ 
dence. The letter was sent there, and 
it proved to be the right address. 
Some of the addresses subm itted to 
him were worse than the navy de­ 
p a rtm e n t’s cipher code. It is asserted 
by his fellow employees th at out of 
IOO letters supposed to bear Illegible 
addresses. Mr. Stone could correctly 
readdress 95. Mr. Stone w’as 60 years 
of age.

Ridley, a 
veuug Chicago physician, who went 
to Forto Rico about a year ago, after 
the American occupation, aud estab­ 
lished himself in Ponce. 
Dr. Sidiey 
was in Ponce on tin* day and the night 
of the great storm and barely escaped 
with Ids life, say s tile N ew York Sun. 
“The M onday (Aug. 7) before the 
storm," he says, “w a s a m ost beauti­ 
ful day. Tile sunset and tile coolness 
of the air w ere the topics of conversa­ 
tion everyw here on 
Monday 
night. 
Everybody said that it w a s just such 
days that show ed how beautiful Porto 
Rico could he. At about half past eight 
O'clock Tuesday m orning the wind be­ 
gan to blow aud the rain to fall. The 
wind’s velocity increased steadily aud 
for tw o hours the city w a s sw ep t with 
terrific power. T he rainfall w as very 
heavy. 
The tin roofs and som etim es 
tile entire upper fram e work of the 
houses were torn aw ay, and the streets 
were 
filled 
with 
flying 
fragm ents. 
Many people w ere struck by them. A 
little before noon the storm decreased 
in violence. 
H a lf an hour later it ap­ 
proached again 
(w e thought at 
the 
time it w as a new storm, but w e know 
now It w as m erely the old one com ing 
back along its cyclone path) and it w a s 
fiercer than In-fore. At 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon the second visitation hail 
passed 
a w a y 
and the 
sun 
shone 
through the clouds at more and more 
frequent intervals. 
By 5 o’clock the 
sky w as clear. 
Had it not been for 
the 
wrecked 
houses, 
their contents 
soaked 
by the rain, the littering 
up 
of the 
streets 
w ith debris and 
tile 
lam entations 
of 
the 
poorer 
people 
whose shanties had been m ashed flat 
by tile wind and rain, the even in g 
might perhaps have seem ed as beauti­ 
ful as w a s that of Monday. 
“At about i! o’clock a fireman (born* 
bares w e call them dow n there) cam e 
to the house w ith a w arning that the 
Portuguese river w as rising and would 
probably overflow its banks and that 
we had better get out. 
The bom bares 
and tin* soldiers find been sent to e v ­ 
ery house to give this warning. I went 
to the owner o f my house, and he told 
roe nut to he bothered, the house had 
stood through tin* flood of 1885 w ith ­ 
out the slightest 
injury 
and 
would 
doubtless stand this mu*. 
Everybody 
thought that the heavy rain of the a ft­ 
ernoon would cause the river to fist* 
some, and. w hile duly appreciating tile 
vigilance and thoughtfulness of the 
military authorities in sending out the 
warning, w e none of us believed that 
ti e river would rise to such an extent 
that it would reach the main business 
part of tile city. 
But we did not know 
that hack in the m ountains the rain 
had been falling w ithout the slightest 
let iif) all day long in even heavier 
torrents than had com e upon the city. 
Very roughly speaking, the upper part 
of the business district of Ponce be­ 
gins at the military road to San Juan, 
which is about a mile nortli of the 
plaza, or central park. 
The Portu­ 
guese river crosses this military road 
about the sam e distance east of the 
plaza. 
T he river sweeps dow n along 
the foot of the hills to the south and 
then turns to the west and circles the 
lower part of the city until it is direct­ 
ly south of tin* Plata, w hence it runs 
into the Sea. 
T h e city Itself is prac­ 
tically on a flat, although there Is a 
slight slope tow ard tin* sea. 
“ About 8 o’clock, w ater began com ­ 
ing down across the 
military 
road 
past my house and running dow n Sal

street. 
Its depth 
grew steadily 
greater until 10 o’clock, when it became 
three feet deep aud Salud street was 
the bed of a torrent.

“I landed up to my Dees ic. tile tor

treet. which had now become the cen 
i er of the Portuguese river. 
It was Im 
! possible to attem pt to guide m yself 
: All my strength w as exerted in pu-di 
lug aside the crates and boxes am 
beams and tree trunks that cam e rip 
(ding down tile stream. 
I saw ain a 
of me as I 
was whirled along, tin 
lights in a house which I knew was 
near the junction of Salmi street witl 
the street that runs from the Plaza 
down across ihe river to Playa, as they 
call the port of Ponce. 
I w as filled 
With hope that they would not put out 
the lights until 
I 
w as opposite the 
house, so that hearing me cry out, they 
would perhaps throw a rope to me and 
save me. 
You m ust understand that 
since 
o’clock tin* only light in Ponce 
had been the gPire from the sheet 
lightning which played alm ost Inces­ 
santly. 
The electric light plant had 
been sw am ped. 
As I approached the 
house I saw , in the stream of light 
from the 
window, that it w as the 
lou se of Johll ( ’OStello. 
Miss Costello, 
his sister, had put caudles in the w in­ 
dows to guide those outside. 
“ I saw a Porto Kh an boy clinging to 
an iron telegraph pole. 
A turn in the 
street caused 
the current to throw 
m e toward him, anil at the risk o f ids 
own life he reached out and got me by 
the wrist. 
We clung there until 
I 
thought I should drop into the torrent 
again from sheer exhaustion.

midnight, the soldiers formed a hand 
to hand chain from the higher ground

from door to door In the higher part 
of the tow n, but no om* would let me 
in. 
I did not blame them . The entire 
tow n w a s flooded to the depth of a foot 
or so. and it w as more liquid mud 
than water. Any one w ho had opened 
his door would have let in ti flood of 
this oozy st ti IT and would have been 
unable to close his door again. At last 
I found the house o f the marine ho«- 
1 pital surgeon, w ho took me in. and as 
w e are much of a size, he lent me the 
clothes I have on now. 
‘T h e w ater began to go dow n at 3 
o’clock in the morning.

sided it left a layer o f mud a foot 
deep till over the tow n. The founda­ 
tions of every house that had been 
wrecked formed nu eddy, w here the 
bodies o f men and anim als lodged. 
No one knew then or can know now 
how

From tin* mud aud debris over 
the foundations o f my house, which 
w as entirely sw ept a w a y after I left 
it. ll bodies were taken. 
Bodies are 
still being found w herever a heap of 
brush or lum ber lins lodged. 
(>u tin* 
day tlie Philadelphia sailed 26-1 bodies 
w ere In the morgue aw a itin g identifi­ 
cation. 
“PortO 
Hico 
people 
have 
alw a ys 
seem ed to me the most poverty strick­ 
en in tin* world. 
It w a s hard to be­ 
lieve t hat they could be w orse off tliau 
they were before the cyclone, but their 
state then w a s happy and com fortable 
com pa m l to that In w hich they were 
after the flood. 
Many o f them go 
about w ith sheets, given to them by 
the governm ent, pinned about them 
for their only clothing. 
M eantim e the 
people from the country districts are 
pouring into Ponce every day. 
The 
wind devastated the entire island. 
It 
destroyed every stalk o f sugar cane. 
every coffee tree, every banana tree in 
Its path. 
T hose people have absolute­ 
ly nothing to live on, aud they com e to 
the seaport for bread. 
T he govern­ 
ment took charge W ednesday morning 
and promptly forced the price of bread 
dow n to practically nothing. No bread 
w as allow ed to be sold until the poorer 
people who had fled to the higher dis­ 
tricts were fed. 
But they w ere by no 
means the only sufferers. 
The entire 
business district of Ponce w a s directly 
In the course o f the flood, and there 
w as barely anything left In tin* stores, 
lu the w arehouses along the w ater 
front, where all the export goods for 
the last six m onths were In storage, 
aw aiting tin* tim e w hen the export du­ 
ties should be reduced, the goods were 
ruined, 
“As a physician, the sanitary side of 
the situation of course appeals to me 
most forcibly. 
I am absolutely certain 
that w ithin a few w eeks tile entire 
city will !»e overw helm ed with a terri­ 
ble epidemic of fevers, yellow or ty­ 
phoid.
